1. FOLLOWING OCTOBER 29 VOTING IN COMMITTEE ONE ON KOREAN ITEM 
(REFTEL), MEMBERS OF WORKING GROUP HAVE BEEN IN CONSULTATION 
REGARDING LOBBYING FOR UNGA PLENARY VOTE ON KOREAN QUESTION. 

2. FOLLOWING RESPONSIBILITIES HAVE BEEN AGREED: 

A) REPUBLIC OF KOREA - WILL CONTINUE EFFORT WORLDWISE. 

B) CANADA - LESOTHO (TO VOTE "NO" ON HOSTILE RES), MOROCCO 
(TO HOLD COMMITTE ONE POSITION). 

C) COSTARICA - PANAMA (TO SUPPORT FRIENDLY SIDE); VENEZUELA 
(TO VOTE NO ON HOSTILE RES), BRAZIL (TO VOTE NO ON HOSTILE RES). 

D) FRANCE - GABON (TO VOTE NO ON HOSTILE RES); 

IVORY COAST (TO VOTE "NO" ON HOSTILE RESOLUTION); MOROCCO 
(TO HOLD COMMITTEE ONE POSITION); NIGER (TO HOLD COMMITTEE 
ONE POSITION). 

FRANCE WILL LOBBY THESE COUNTRIES N NEW YORK. 

E) JAPAN - BURMA (TO ABSTAIN ON HOSTILE RES); INDONESIA (TO 
VOTE NO ON HOSTILE RES); PHILIPPINES (TO VOTE NO ONE HOSTILE RES); 
MALAYSIA (TO VOTE FOR FRIENDLY RES AND NO ON HOSTILE RES). 

F) THE NETHERLANDS - PORTUGAL (TO HOLD COMMITTEE ONE POSITION). 

G) NEW ZEALAND - AUSTRALIA (TO VOTE NO ONE HOSTILE RES); FIJI 
(TO VOTE FOR FRIENDLY RES). 
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H) UK- GHANA (TO ABSTAIN ON FRIENDLY RES); SWAZILAND (TO HOLD 
COMMITTEE ONE POSITION); LIBERIA (TO VOTE NO ON HOSTILE RES); 
SINGAPORE (TO VOTE NO ON HOSTILE RES); THAILAND (TO VOTE NO ON 
HOSTILE RES); 

I) US - CONTINUED BROAD EFFORT INCLUDING: BRAZIL (TO VOTE NO 
ON HOSTILE RESL; IRAN (TO VOTE NO ON HOSTILE RES); MAURITIUS 
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(TO VOTE NO ON HOSTILE RES); ETHIOPIA (TO ABSTAIN ON 
HOSTILE RES AND FRIENDLY RES); NIGERIA (TO VOTE FOR FRIENDLY 
RES AND ABSTAIN ON HOSTILE RES). KENYA (TO VOTE YES ON 
FRIENDLY RES AND NO ON HOSTILE). 

3. ZEW ZEALAND REPORTS THAT THE MALDIVES WOULD HAVE 
FOLLOWED AUSTRALIA'S LEAD IN COMMITTEE ONE VOTING. HAD 
AUSTRALIA VOTED AGAINST HOSTILE RES. 

4. WORKING GROUP HAS NOTED POSSIBILITY THAT CYPRUS DEBATE 
MAY CONCLUDE BEFORE PLENARY CONSIDERES KOREAN ITEM. IN 
THIS EVENT, THERE MAY BE BETTER CHANCE OF GETTING TURKISH AND 
GREEK VOTES AGAINST HOSTILE RESOLUTION.
